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Breaking out of the cells 
of the old Wilmington police 
station is no longer a chal- 
lenge, thanks to the giant 
claw which demolished the 
entire building last week.

Hooper appointment 


Defensive selectmen 
hammered by residents 


WILMINGTON - At its meeting 
on June 25, the Board of Selectmen 
defended its June 11 decision to 
appoint George W. Hooper to fill a 
vacancy on the board while resi- 
dents made known their anger and 
disappointment in regards to the 
process by which the board made 
its selection. 

At the June 11 meeting, Selectmen 
Robert Cain, Scott Garrant and 
Robert Palmer unanimously chose 
Hooper, the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, to replace out- 
going Selectman Michael 
Newhouse, who stepped down to 
pursue the available position of 
Town Counsel this summer. 
Controversy quickly followed the 
appointment, for audience mem- 


bers were angry that the process 
passed so quickly, took place in the 
absence of one selectman, and 
failed to recognize Raymond 
Lepore, who had formally 
expressed interest in filling the 
position. 

Once the outrage began, 
Selectman Chairman Robert, J, 
Cain stated that the actions taken 
by the board were done so in 
authority provided to it by the Town 
Charter. In fact, at the June 25 
Selectmen meeting, Chairman Cain 
quoted the Town Charter directly, 
in hopes of reiterating such author- 
ity and ending a two-week public 
relations nightmare for himself 
and Selectmen Garrant and 
Palmer.

Lightning strikes 
Clark Street home

WILMINGTON - Remember the 
big thunderstorm last week? 

Just before 9 p.m. on Wednesday, 
June 20, Wilmington firefighters 
were called to a duplex on Clark 
Street to investigate a lightning 
strike on a chimney there. After 
the investigation, firefighters left 
with a report that included only a 
broken chimney and some scorch 
marks on an interior wall. 

Six hours later, things were dif- 
ferent. 


In an emergency, firefighters 
returned to the white colonial 
Clark Street home a little before 3 
a.m. to extinguish a fire blazing on 
the roof. 

Authorities found the existence of 
the blaze to be peculiar, given that 
their investigation of the property 
$ix hours earlier had been thor- 
oughly conducted with the use of 
the town's new thermal imaging

According to Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart, such cameras are used to 
detect hot spots on-site, but cannot 
see through walls. The camera 
senses temperature changes but 
would not notice smoldering 
remains of the lightning strike if it 
were not hot enough to be picked 
up by the thermal camera. 

When asked about safety and 
lightning strikes, Chief Stewart had 
nothing but praise for the home- 
owners, saying, "The vigilance on 
the part of the homeowner, Ed 
Connelly, and his working fire 
detectors, are to be credited with 
limiting this to a property damage 
fire only." 
According to Chief Stewart, dam- 
age to the residence was restricted 
to its third floor because the fire- 
fighters had gotten to know the 
floor plan of the home during their 
previous visit six hours earlier. 
Eight people made a safe exit 
from the house and were displaced 
from their home due to the fire. 
Firefighter Linda Giles, who is 
known for her kind heart towards 
animals, successfully pulled five 
cats from the home, all unharmed. 
Although the cause of the fire is 
still listed as undetermined, it is 
possible that smoldering remains, 
spawned from the lightning strike, 
could have caused this fire. The 
origin of the fire was pinpointed to 
a concealed area behind a knee- 
wall, and the investigation is con- 
tinuing. 
According to Chief Stewart, work- 
ing fire detectors on each floor of a 
home rank number one in meas- 
ures taken for keeping one's home 
safe from fire. It is also crucial to 
check such detectors regularly and 
make sure that they are working 
Properly.

"When a vacancy occurs among the 
selectmen by reason of death, res- 
ignation, change of residence from 
the town, or other disability, the 
remaining selectmen shall have the 
power to fill the vacancy until the 
next town election, at which the 
voters shall elect a selectman for 
the remainder of the unexpired 
term.” 

‘To further support the board's 
appointment of Hooper, Chairman 
Cain asked Town Manager Michael 
Caira to research past examples in 
which vacancies on ‘the Board of 
Selectmen had to be filled. Town 
Manager Caira produced four such 
examples that have occurred in the 
years since the charter was estab- 
lished in 1950: 

1) In September of 1981, Aldo 
Caira resigned from the Board of 
Selectmen and was replaced by his 
son, Michael Caira, on the same 
evening. Michael Caira had not 
been a candidate in the prior elec- 
tion. 

2) In November of 1977, James 
Miceli resigned from the board 
when he was elected to be a state 
representative. Madeline McKee, 
who had also not been a candidate 
in the prior election, was appointed 
to fill the vacancy later that day. 

3) On March 14, 1960, Francis 
Haggerty resigned from the board. 
Three days later, John Brooks, who 
did not run for the office before- 
hand, had been appointed to 
replace Haggerty. 

4) In November of 1954, H.J. Wall 
resigned from the Board of 
Selectmen, and his seat remained 
vacant until the spring election in 
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WILMINGTON - At its June 20 
meeting, the Wilmington School 
Committee voted five-to-one in 
favor of moving forward with the 
implementation of a full-day 
kindergarten program that will 
take effect at the start of the 2002- 
2003 academic year.

However, 
those parents who do wish to have 
their child participate in the 
upcoming full-day program will 
have to participate in a lottery in 
which students will be chosen to 
take part is such a class.

yet to be determined, as well 

Only children who turn the age of 
five on or before August 31 in the 
year 2002 will be eligible to partici- 
pate in the lottery.

Michael McCoy, who 
id the board in advance that 
he not be able to attend the 
J 11 meeting, said that it was 
"insulting and disappointing" that 
he didn't have an opportunity to 
vote for a new board member. 
According to Selectman McCoy, he 
did not understand the rush to fill 
the wacancy and felt that the task 
to do so could have waited until 
September or October, in effect 
leaving the selection of a new Town 
Counsel to the four remaining 
members of the board. Citing an 
approach occasionally taken by the 
Redevelopment Authority, McCoy 
suggested that the board 
have held a public forum in 


those interested in filling the

“Yofortunately," said McCoy, "the 
e has been done. We need to 
up the pieces and move for- 
with the town's business.” 
Cain saw the matter a 
bitty differently than McCoy. 
irding to Cain, McCoy told him 
befigre the June 11 meeting that he 
did not have a candidate in mind to 
replace Newhouse. Cain also said 
that McCoy answered "so be it" 
when he told him that it was not the 
"will of the board” to wait until this 
fall to appoint the new selectman. 

Selectman Scott Garrant 
expressed regret that he and his 
fellow selectmen had not conducted 
themselves differently during the 
progess of making the appoint- 
ment. 

"Ifdo regret two things," said 
Selattman Garrant. "We didn't 
give more of an opportunity for 
public comment, and we also didn't 
take the time to commend Mr. 
Lepore for his interest and willing- 
ness to serve." 

During last spring's election, 
Raymond Lepore finished 51 votes 
behind Garrant, placing third out 
of seven candidates who had hoped 
to land one of the two seats on the 
board that were available. At the 


June 11 meeting and throughout the 
past two “weeks, many residents 
have made it known that they felt 
that Lepore, not Hooper, should 
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also be subject to state income tax. 


have been chosen to succeed 
Newhouse. 

Selectman Cain, Garrant and 
Palmer maintained that they chose 
Hooper because they all found him 
most qualified. Lepore, who 
attended both meetings on June 11 
and 25, maintained that he never 
had a chance to make his qualifica- 
tions for the vacant seat known. 

"I am disappointed in each of 
you," Lepore told the selectmen. 
"How do you know who I am or 
what my credentials are if none of 
you has ever asked me? How can 
you know if I know this community 
better than Mr. Hooper?" 

Lepore has declared that he is 
running for selectman in next 
year's election, in which the seats 
of both Hooper and McCoy will be 
up for grabs. He said that his cam- 
paign is already gaining momen- 
tum because his position as a title 5 
inspector has kept him ‘in close 
communication with the people in 
town. 

"I'm on the streets every day," he 
said. "I know how many years peo- 
ple have been living in this town 
and why they're fed up because I 
listen to them." 

Lepore did not hide from the 
selectmen his belief that the board 
has been "stacked" in a manner 
that will ensure certain three-to- 
two votes from here on in. 

"You're going to always have a 
three-to-two vote, and that's going 
to carry ten months of the town's 
time," said Lepore. 

In response to a comment Lepore 
made about older residents wishing 
to leave town because Wilmington 
is not what it used to be, Cain men- 
tioned the town's new and higher 
bond rating, lower taxes and fresh- 
ly built middle school and public 
safety building as proof that the 
community has not suffered any 
sort of decline. 

Said Cain, "When I hear that the 
community is going down hill, I 
don't see that." 

Resident Karen West, who also 
attended the meeting, essentially 
told Cain that he was missing the 
point 

"Mr. Cain," said West, "the people 
are talking about community spirit, 
not monetary gain or losses." 

At an earlier point in the meeting, 


West asked Hooper why he did not 
run for one of the two open seats 
during the past election. When 
Hooper responded that he did not 
have the time because he was busy 
working on the town budget as the 
Finance Committee Chairman, 
West noted that other candidates 
were just as busy with their lives 
but found the time to run. In par- 
ticular, West mentioned her own 
husband, Frank, who juggled his 
candidacy for selectman this past 
spring with his job as a realtor and 
position on the Historical 
Commission, and Daryn Marsh, 
who also ran for a spot on the 
board and maintained his responsi- 
bilities as a minister and full-time 
electrician. 

Frank West, who attended the 
meeting with his wife, was disap- 
pointed that nobody contacted him 
about the vacancy on the board. 

"Mr. Cain, my number is in the 
book," said West. "We talked a 
number of times. Is there a reason 
that you didn't call me? I'm disap- 
pointed with each member of the 
board that I wasn't asked and Mr. 
Lepore wasn't even considered." 

Other members of the audience, 
such as Marilyn Cox and Eddie 
Loud, took issue with the board on 
a range of matters. 

Cox told the board that she con- 
tacted the Town Manager's Office 
on June 11, asked if a new select- 
man was to be appointed that 
night, and was told that the only 
thing on the agenda was 
Newhouse's request to make a 
statement at the conclusion of the 
meeting. Cox also drew a contrast 
between the seemingly hasty 
appointment of the new selectman 
and the three-month-long process 
that has been designed to choose 
the new Town Counsel once Alan 
Altman retires. 

At one point, Cox leapt out of her 
seat and shouted at Cain, who tried 
to say that it was unfair to rule out 
Hooper as a choice to fill the vacan- 
cy just because "somebody went 
out and stood on a corner" for a 
candidate who did run for the 
board. 

"I worked for you, Mr. Cain," shot 
back an emotional Cox. "I believed 
in you. I liked the way you voted 
Don't you tell me I'm standing on a 


corner wasting my time. If that's 
the way you think, then you're in 
the wrong business.” 

Cain attempted to convince Cox 
that he did not mean for his "cor- 
ner" comment to be taken in such a 
manner. 

Loud told the board that he was 
"appalled" that the vote to appoint 
Hooper lasted less than 40 seconds. 

"You had two people interested in 
the position," said Loud, referring 
to Hooper and Lepore. "Both of 
them were at the meeting on June 
ll. You couldn't take five minutes 
of your precious time to discuss 
either one of them?" 

When such a point was reiterated 
by Cox moments later, Cain said, 
"Don't get the impression that we 
wait until we get to a meeting to 
review what's going on. I thought 
about this (appointment) for a long 
time." 

At one point, Selectman Garrant, 
as well, spoke of the process that 
led to his vote. 

"I struggled with this situation for 
several weeks," said Garrant. 

Despite such thought and prepa- 
ration, though, it was the exclusion 
of the public and the quick vote at 
the June 11 meeting that seemed to 
shape residents’ perspectives that 
the Hooper appointment was a case 
of, as one audience member said, 
"politics as usual." 

Daryn Marsh, who also ran for 
selectman last spring, attended the 
meeting. He mentioned that he 
was glad that he did not win a seat 
on the board this past spring 
se he would not have wanted 
political system in this town to 
corrupt" him. He also announced 
that he will not run against next 
year. 


h offered this piece of advice 
to the selectmen: 

"Some people in town have long 
memories," said Marsh. "I recom 
mend that those of you on the 
board pay attention Make 
amends. Apologize for indiscre- 
tions. Admit when you make mis- 
takes. Don't get forced into admit- 
ting them." 

Concluded Marsh, "You'll find 
that the public will react a little 
better rather than think of conspir- 
acies or back room politics."

June 27 would have been Capt. 
Larz Neilson’s 90th birthday. 

Larz was almost a life-long resi- 
dent of Wilmington. He was actual- 
ly born in North Woburn, about a 
mile over the town line, and his par- 
ents moved to Silver Lake when he 
‘was one year old. 

This birthday remembrance is not 
so much to give a biography, but 
rather to collect some interesting 
anecdotes. 

At the time Larz started the Town 
Crier, he had a bushy moustache. 
He was also president of the 
Wilmington Rotary Club at the 
time. He had the moustache shaved, 
with great fanfare, in front of the 
Rotary Club. Local barber and fel- 
low Rotarian Adrian Durkee did the 
honors. 

Larz practiced a very personal 
sort of journalism. One trick which 
he learned from his mother was 
door-to-door calling. Caroline 
Neilson had been a correspondent 
for a Swedish-American newspaper, 
Svea. She would visit Swedish fami- 
lies in Woburn and Winchester, sell- 
ing subscriptions and gathering 
news. And so it was with Larz. He 
would sit down and list everyone on 
a street, check off if they were a 
subscriber and if the had paid 
Then he would go out and “clean 
up” the street. In the process, he 
would meet new residents. In many 
cases, he would run a small story in 
the paper telling about the newcom- 
ers. 

This also contributed to Larz’ 
knowledge of local history. He 
would call on the old-timers and lis- 
ten to their stories. He always main- 


“taified "that the’ Carter Lecture»: 


Committee would do well to present 
some locals instead of the trave- 
logues that were so common. But 
that never happened, and the Town 
Crier was the only vehicle for the 
historical stories from Captain 

Harold Melzar and 
Eddie Sargent, among many others. 
Larz was most fond of mush- 


Larz would not eat it. Usually he 
would take his bounty to a friend, 


He also loved to go fishing, usual- 
ly at Foster's Pond or at the 
Shawsheen River in Ballardvale, 
where rowboats were available for 
rent. 

At Foster’s Pond, there used to be

room to park at the dam, which was 
at the bottom of a hill. At one point, 
he was driving an old Packard with 
a bum transmission. It had third 
and reverse. So he would drive down 
to the dam and go about halfway up 
the hill on the other side and park, 
to get a rolling start for the return 
trip. One time I was putting my 
tackle away and forgot the fishing 
rod on the front fender. We got in 
the car, and as we hit the bottom of 
the hill, I noticed the fishing rod. He 


top of the hill and put the fishing 
rod in the trunk. 

In 1967, he bought a small camp 
on Foster's Pond in Andover. It was 
an incredible find. It was only five 
miles from the office, but was out in 

the middle of nowhere. To get 
there, you had to drive over to 
Route 28 and then follow a dirt road 
for nearly a mile. Larz summered 
there for about ten years. The camp 
had no electricity or phone. 
Everything ran on bottled gas, even 
the refrigerator. One time, Fred 
Cain came to visit. 

Larz had a dummy telephone as a 
joke. He set off an alarm clock, shut 
off the clock, picked up the phone 
and handed it to Fred. “It's for 
you,” he said.

The Spark-Stetting 

There's a certain magic about 
winter, and the winter of 1947-1948 
was especially magical. There was 


“fast kept driving. “The hell with the 
rod,” he yelled. We stopped at the 


a lot of snow that year, and Larz 
had brought home yet another 
treasure, this time a kick sled from 
Norway. 

(It's a habit among sailors to.find 
space on the ship for some immense 
piece of furniture bought at a won- 
derfully low price, just the right 
present for the family.) 

The kick sled, or sparkstotting 
(meaning "“kick-pushing"), holds 
two people. The passenger sits on a 
seat, and the driver-kicker stands 


behind the seat on the steel run- 


ners, holding onto the handlebars at 
the top of the seat. The runners are 
very flexible, and allow some 
degree of steering by shifting one's 
weight, as the sled travels swiftly 
across ice or packed snow. There 
are no brakes! 

The young Neilson boys found it 
positively delightful to sit in the 
seat while their father provided the 
kicking.

One of Larz's troop-carrying mis-' 
sions during World War II took his 
ship to the North African port of 
Oran. The purpose was to support 
the Free French of Charles de 
Gaulle. His assignment as Captain:

orders. To escape the mind-numb- 
ing boredom, Larz took advantage 
of a course in the French language 
that a Belgian officer was present-| 
ing in Oran. Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday there was a course for 
army officers. Tuesday, Thursday 
and Saturday was open to enlisted 
men. 

So on Monday, Wednesday and’ 
Friday, Larz put on his captain's' 
uniform, and attended French 
class. On Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday he put on his civvies, and 
attended more French class. As a 
result he attained a modest profi- 
ciency in spoken French, something 
he found of advantage during the’ 
remainder of the war, and indeed! 
throughout the rest of his life. 

For a time in the early 1950's Larz| 
was the postmaster of the North 
Wilmington Post Office, a tiny 
building that stood in what is now 
the northern ‘front corner of the 
parking lot for the new Elia's 
Country Store.

timeters in width.” 

Continues Heidi, “At one point, my 
employer offered its employees 
some new insurance choices. I took 
advantage of the fact that Lahey 
Clinic was right across the street 
from us. When I went in for a ‘rou- 
tine’ mammogram, I was shocked to 
receive a telephone call from them 
the very next morning stating that 
they had made an appointment for 
the with the surgeon.” 

Adds Heidi, “Rick came to the 


appointment with me. We spent a 
good four hours meeting the team of 
physicians who would be involved in 
my care. They were really thor- 
ough. First I had a lumpectomy, but 
they weren't able to remove all of 
the cancer. I had further surgery in 
mid-March, followed by four 
chemotherapy treatments, one 
every three weeks, followed by six 
weeks worth of radiation treat- 
ment.” 

Heidi identified with many of the 
emotions with which cancer 
patients must contend 

“There's the initial shock and dis- 
belief, followed by anger - ‘why 
me?’,” states Heidi. “There's the 
fear of the effects of the treatments, 
that they won't get all of the cancer 
or that it will resurface. And, of 
course, there is the fear of death 
Then there’s the constant worry 
about what the insurance will and 
won't cover, the effect of loss of 
employment on one’s finances and 
self-esteem, the sense of isolation 
and stigma that accompanies the 
loss of one’s social activities, not to 
mention the loss of one's hair due to 
radiation therapy, and the partial - 
or in many cases, entire - removal 
of breast tissue.” 

Such trauma would be difficult to 
face on one’s own. Heidi, however, 
has had Rick at her side every step 
of the way. 

Says Heidi, “Rick has been won- 
derfully supportive throughout this 
entire ordeal. Even before all of 


this happened, he has always 
shared in doing the household 
chores and so on. Since then he has 
been my number-one source of 
moral support, the one who keeps 
me going.” 

Rick did much more than simply 
provide moral support, however; he 
put his money where his mouth - 
that is, head - is. 

“Through Heidi’s cancer, we 
learned how much we didn't know,” 
observes Rick. “I figured that the 
best thing I could do for her was to 
help increase public awareness of 
the disease and its implications 
through a fundraising effort, where- 
by I set a goal of raising a thousand 
dollars for cancer research.” 

Starting out with an initial sum of 
$50, Rick spread the word through 
neighbors, friends, and colleagues, 
asking people to match or double 
his contribution with their own. It 
was during this time, says Rick, 
that the true spirit of the town of 
Wilmington was revealed to Heidi 
and him. Word got around quickly, 
and before long Rick had come up 
with $220. 

Then Rick went into step two of his 
fundraising plan. 

“I host an hour-long live show 
called ‘Red Sox Weekly’ on 
Wilmington Cable Television 
(WCTV) on Thursday evenings,” he 
explains. “I invited my barber, Joe 
Ryan, to shave my head on-the-air 
during the last half-hour of the June 
14th show as a visible means of sup-

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Under 12 Boys compete for Cup 


Once again this spring Bill Kent’s 
soccer forces found themselves in 
post season play.

But the aggressive Winchester 
goalie stormed well out of his box 


and made a diving save, deflecting 
the ball just wide. As the half 
wound down, Justin Patrie twice 
sent long lead passes to C.J. 
Jeannette who descended quickly 
upon the goal; but each time the 
Winchester goalie managedtoreach 
the ball first. Despite dominating 
the action with a dozen shots on net, 
the Wildcats trailed 1-0 at the half. 

Knowing a loss could well end 
their hopes for a title, the Wildcats 
stormed out of the gate in the sec- 
ond half, prosecuting a relentless 
assault onthe Winchester goal.

Wilmington football players also 
gave up a week of their summer 
vacation to lend a hand with the 
kids. Almeida likes teaching the 
camp dueto the fact that all of these 
coaches have been together for so 
long.

The camp begins at 9 a.m. The 
kids trot out onto the field and get 
into their perspective groups. 

“The kids’ enthusiasm is great 
and they all seem to be having a 
good time, which is most impor- 
tant,” said Papas. “This camp is 
about teaching the fundamentals; 
blocking, punting, plays, etc. All 
the kids are told from the very 
beginning how camp is going to 
run, and they are guaranteed three 
things; we teach football just as 
well as anyone else and do the exact 
drills that the pros do, you'll be 
exhausted by the end of the day, 
and you'll definitely have a good 
time.” 

The camp is divided into three 
groups ~ NCAA group, the NFC 
group and the AFC group — depend- 
ing on ages ranging from eight to 
15. The camp starts out with warm- 
ups and stretching. Then it’s on to 
drills and instructions. The boys 
learn proper ways of blocking, 
catching and their motions on the 
field. Since football is a contact 
sport the boys are required to wear 
pads, helmets, and cleats.

Peer Leaders is a gender speci- 
fic program which fosters 
‘Strength and frm in young 
women. The 

of seven females nied from 
‘the Woburn School system, ages 
13-18,” writes Youth Advisor 
Heidi Borque. “The group meets 
on average of three days per 
week. The peer leaders present 
tobacco information to the pub- 
lic in the form of education 
through anti-tobacco workshops, 
health fairs, conferences and 
public appearances.” 

State-funded programs and 
initiatives have also sprung up 
in most communities throughout 
the region, creating a wealth of 
resources now available to 
youths. 

“In Wakefield, a school nurse 
ran a smoking cessation course 
and several students signed up 
for the program on their own 
accord and I think that’s very 
encouraging to see that sort of 
thing happening,” commented 
Adrienne Rains, Director of 
Tobacco Control for Wakefield 
and Lynnfield. 

Wakefield is one town which 
has set a “precedent” with it’s 
aggressive school policies 
regarding smoking. 

If caught smoking in school, 
jpiusene are subject to harsh 

- $100 for the first offense, 
pa for the second offense and 


$200 for every offense thereafter. 

“Interestingly enough, this 
has made a big difference. 
There were 40 offenses the year 
before the policy was imple- 
mented. There was less than ten 
offenses during the (2000-2001) 
school year,” indicated Rains. 

“I used to smoke and I’ve 
done it in school, but I think I 
would definitely have thought 
twice if I knew there was an 
extreme consequence,” com- 
mented Alexandraya, 16. “What 
made me quit was a lot of the 
anti-smoking ads on TV - they 
really freaked me out. And I just 
got tired of worrying about how 
I was going to get a hold of 
‘butts’.” 

Most (local) Health Depart- 
ments also offer counseling or 
counseling referrals for under- 
age smokers who wish to kick 
the habit.

It’s a great way 
to reach-out to the kids before 
they start (smoking).”

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Travellers: beware of 
deep vein thrombosis 


‘Travellers should be aware of 
potentially deadly medical con- 
ditions called a Deep Vein 
‘Thrombosis (DVT) that poses a 
serioud risk particularly during 
extended travel. If you plan on 
travelling you should know the 
risks symptoms and how to pre- 
vent DVT. 

DVT results from a blood clot 
forming in a vein deep in the 
body, usually in the legs. 
Occassionally this clot breaks 
free, travelling to the lung and 
blocking an artery causing seri- 
ous injury or even death from a 
pulmonary embolism. In preg- 
nant women, the embolism can 
lodge in the placenta and pose a 
serious rick to the unborn child. 

The likelihood of DVT ocur- 
ring is increased by extended 
travel that places a passenger in 
the same position during a trip 
as in an airplane or car. In fact, 
airline coach passengers are 
particularly vulnerable due to 
tight, densely packed seating 
and limited ability to getup and 
move around, 

“DVT is a serious problem 
that all travellers should know 
about” said Dr. Jeffrey Olin, 
Director of the Heart- and 
Vascular Institue (HVI) located 
in New Jersery. “It is pre- 
ventable if you know your risk, 
the symptoms and how to lower 
your chances of developing 
DVT’. 

If you have one or more of 
the following you may have a 
high risk of developing DVT:
